Those 
reports doscribo his aiipoarance rougjoly as under Hoover Piffi Eigento dressed, I do 
not recall any tliat <iid nov placxj him on Canal 3t. and do not recoil vihethor it was 
at tlio tine of tho arrest, J. thiio^c at Ififiefc some placed Oswald near Vfaterbury's and 
not at tlu3 moiaent of his ai-rest,

I havo no need for a videotape of the Vd)SU film and as Indioatod abovoi^ you con 
have copies of wliat ^ have if mq can figure out a safe way# I lost tloe first copy 
of the I5^o’^^?iim^and btjcauso I \iqb apiJrohonoiv©t I had two copios of t}w ^Wtin 
film modo in ^'^meapolio raid as I fe£\r© f one never reached mo# 

I’d bo intimated in prints of other than Steel and O swald do I can study thorn 
and have thorn, for file# The name White does not ring a bell# 

Tliero was a youn^f^ man whoso name I rdcall as '^ruoo, last name beglnjiing i-iith 
who liad ooire association vdth Osifald then# His fatlior would not speak to no and after 
what tlio father told me, I did not look the kid up* Ho apiiarently flipped out and had 
be got institutional psychiatric care after the assassination. In 1969 ho }iad just 
graduated from LSW and working in Saton ,Thd father feared that any 

quostioning mi^t cause a relapse# Ho and another son ap<mrently associated the 
medical need with tho assassination and 0m7od.d# 

1 did not know tliat Ed Planer v;as not in the VDGU nov7s dept in 1963 and perhaps 
1 1703 confurjod or ho wos on w}ion he looked at tlio film in tho ^'^vie2ila, but I’m coi-tain 
that he and Josso both confirmed that Jesse is not in it, as lie isn’t in wliat was 
duplicatod for mo# I4aybe it was after Garrison started up# 1 never met ^oporan and 
whan I root Gifford lie had moved to the /iBG station, I thijik Channel 1 1 • VAi never talked 
about tliat# iid v/as cloiirly antagr^otic in any event# 

Glad to knov? tliat tho splicing was at TOSIJ immodiately after tho assassination# 

I did not know tlds^^^d had boon led to believe other^Tise# 

Tho Archives SHSaza; have ti-fo copies of this film^ one frena the Secret Service, 
^hich I exatdneil, and perhaps that of tho FBI, if it gave a copy to tho CwsaisDion# 

Youi* recolXoction is «oxoctly what Jesse Coro told ino, in greater detail, about 
his being in your footage# Perhax^ it 5-s aa you siig/^ot 1/iter, that he was 5,n tho 
outtakoi^ and tliey wore not kept#

Don't lot it get to you this way and there la no reason why it sliould. Even 
if strange and unaocountablo things do happen, ao tJiey havo to ne often enou<sh. 

I'vo a groat interest in Oswald in New Orleans and most of ny vrork thei’o was 
in tryinjj to trace his careers there, an a boy and after ho r^stumed. I did not 
work for Garrison, as the popular fiction has it, and often we wero at logorhoado. 

I liad no real interoat in Shaw and paid no attention to the prosecution until it 
was going to court. Vfhon I learned what the "caso" was i disassociated mysolT from 
it, told Ganiaon he'd lone and deserved to and left H.D, V/})ile the UiraLraea lias me 
sitting at the counsel table (I'd agreed nuoh earlier to be the •^oalot PlaiKi expert) 
iii fact I was never In tho courtroom and never laid oyoa on Sha.w. 

However, anything you loam about Oa .ald and his associatoa would interest mo 
because at sotie time 1 still hope to return to that and a book a1»ut him, 

ill copies of BBI files jiro much too extensive for you to read them all but if 
yau do cone here I havo tho (uiikoown) PKE DfLlao index and by msaoB of it you can 
locate all the rocorda on those listed in it. Also, os I road tliis incredibly lur^ 
collection of records, 1 mde duplicate copies of sorae for subject filing, I have 
those in folders by name. With son;o subject breakdwms under Qs'./iad iind others. 

Shat I got boi’ore getting those fBl files is alao filotl gy iwime and subject aivd 
can be retrieved vAthout too much trouble. I ma Ixtindicap.ced in file aetirching 
because of complliJatioruj folio /it successful surgery so I can’t offer to do it 
for you bocauae I can't keep up with ay own needs. 

If you haven't spoken to Sal Pnnaeca you might ask iiim if ho ever looked into 
Oswald and w)uit ho found. I suspect they loolcod into Banister also. 

If Jack Praaior is still around (hs !iad tlio QuornTa coffee club) ho may liavo 
sojiie copies of Oswald in Hovr Orleans. Ho had a small paporb/ick distribution business 
an<l ho did malco an effort to distilbut ■ tho liook when Louial/ina Heira rof u ed and 
tried to j_jxwont any other Jistidbution,
